1I7HEN Senator Borah introduced his rcsolu- 
'' ^.tioti calling upon President Harding to in- 
vjte certain powers to participate in a disarma- 
ment conference, the incident made no impres- 
sion upon congress. In the senate, no serious 
significance was attached to it. 
Senators re- 


garded it largely as a radical eccentricity, or per- 
haps as a thought thrown out for political con- 
sumption by one whose presidential candidacy 


. had not been concealed. 


But the country responded to it as to noth- 


ing else that had been said or done since the 
great war. From city to crossroads throughout 


[ the land came expressions of opinion from 
church and industrial group and civic organiza- 
tion, city council, convention and legislature. 
Borah, determined and persistent, drove ahead. 
The house, and finally the senate, saw here a 
sweep of public opinion which the dominant 
parly dared not ignore. President Harcling's rc- 


, quest that the resolution forcing his hand be dc- 
'featcd, was ignored. And so he comes to the 
conference he has railed, thrust forward by the 
will of the people who elected him. 


Mediocrity, restful after the tense nervous 


strain of "Wilson, may have been a political as- 
set in Harding. It may have fitted the domestic 
mood of the. country- But it is his handicap in 
the peace conference. The middle road of what 
is customary and usual,-along which his life has 
traveled, docs not lead toward such extraordin- 
ary enterprises as thai which would reverse the 
•war policy which lias controlled nations for cen- 
turies. Such departures from precedent shock 
his sense of the righteousness and stability of 
things that arc vested, of ways that arc com- 
mon, of courses blazed in precedent and bord- 
ered by tradition. And so he comes lo his task 
without background, insight or prescience, as 
one who hopes such compromises as are reached 


. will not too greatly disturb things which he. docs 
not know must be greatly disturbed lest they dis- 
turb civflizalion lo its ultimate undoing. Satis- 
fied, complaisant, unafraid of dangers he can 
not see, unaware of solutions he can not com- 
prehend, his conventional utterances banish the 
hope he was chosen to lead and hearten such 
conferees as desire no results other than those 
required by their own political expedience and 
suitable lo their material national aspirations. 


However, the ' situation 
is nol hopeless. 


Among Uic "best minds'>to which the president 
has delegated voice in the conference are two 
that may have weight should they make lliem- 
sclvcs heard. 
Hoover lias vision and under- 


standing beyond most men of his time. Root 
lias the intellectual strength lo meet the best of 
Europe's stalcscrafl. 
If these two rise above 


party and step fearlessly to new ground they will 
cam- weight. 
\Vh.-il they require most is tho. 


moral support of the peoples. 
That il awaits 


evidences of their leadership there is no doubt. 
If Ihc American people will sweep to the dis- 
armament conference the flood of conviction 
vliiclj carried the single-handed Borah to vic- 
tory with his disarmament resolution, their dc- 
liiund may prove irresistible. If we make artic- 
ulate the passion for disarmament and peace 
which the world possesses, even the expedient 
politician will realize that unless it shall aim 
straight at substantial results the responsible 
political party can not stand the wrath of a dis- 
illusioned public. To this end stale officials, 
legislatures, churches, universities, volunlary 
organizations, and indivichials by the million, 
"lioulcl again raise their voices with the message 
which a fn\v weeks since brought almost unani- 
mous acquiescence from a hostile and reluctant 
senate. Make it ring through Ihc land, compell- 
ing and inexorable! Let the diplomats uncier- 
sUinil that in this conference there must be set 


by a safe and steady course down lo Ihc maxi- 
mum of armaments required lo police u world 
which proposes to substitute for the policy of 
preparing for war, the policy of preparing for 
peace/
